REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The filing of the Terminal Disclaimer of 4 February 2008 is deemed sufficient to 
remove the provisional rejection of claims 1-11 on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting over claims 1-9 of copending application SN 
10/518,692 (US 2006/0041072). 

Further, it is agreed with applicants that the claims of copending application SN 
10/499,182 (US 2006/0047071 ) do not provide sufficient bases to reject the claims as 
being double patenting. The copending application requires additional constituents that 
provide different results from those recited. The second component of the copending 
application requires a two-part blend which is not obvious from the instant claimed 
invention. The instant claims are deemed to be patentable over the copending 
application, as pointed out by applicants in the Response of 4 February 2008. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
